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THE CONTROL 


W HATEVER may be the verdict passed by other 

sections of industry on the proposed new Ministry 
of Materials, the building industry will not be very 
enthusiastic over the establishment of new controls and 
methods for the production of raw materials, so many of 
which enter into constructional or decorative work at so 
many various stages. 

There is bound to be some confusion and waste of 
time with adjustments to fit-in with the new set-up; while 
steel is to remain with the Ministry of Supply, timber is 
to be transferred to the new Ministry. The knowledge 
that iron and steel and all non-ferrous metals are to be 
subject to control at the raw material end will be restric- 
tive for all new building and will, in addition, cause 
developers to reconsider and probably postpone projects 
of any size. 

What are the determining priorities for civilian con- 
struction have not yet been made clear; are they to in- 
clude, for example, allocations for the reconstruction 
schemes now getting into their stride in the heavily- 
bombed towns? Mr. Stokes, who is to be the new Mini- 
ster, has said that to waste the amount of zinc we do 
on galvanising seemed an absurdity, but the fact remains 
that neither he nor anyone else has found a cheap sub- 
stitute for the protection of ferrous metals. If the pro- 
posed transference of control of such materials as 
turpentine and paint oils, brush fibres and a number of 
other materials is any indication, we shall find it a hard 
matter shortly to use anything except surface oxidization 
or D.D.T. to protect any manufactured article, whether 
used in building or not. 

The difficulties of accepting easily the new Ministry 
and all this splitting up of responsibility lies in its very 
complication. Why should some building materials be 
settled by one ministry and others by another? Why 


OF MATERIALS 


should some raw materials be under the control (virtual 
or nominal) of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, some 
under the Board of Trade, some under the Ministry of 
Supply and still others under the new Ministry of 
Materials? Are all these departments competent indus- 
trial and scientific experts on so many subjects and upon 
their intricate relationships? Does the Ministry of Supply 
as differentiated from the Iron and Steel Federation) 
really know enough about steel and Mr. Stokes and his 
staff the ramifications of tung oils? 


Whenever things become difficult with a governing body 
the practice sometimes indulged in, for political expedi- 
ency or, more usually, for a quiet life, is to set up sub- 
committees—and we assume that new ministries are not 
formed for entirely dissimilar reasons. The co-ordination 
of inter-departmental work cannot become easier, whether 
at common administrative or cabinet level, when many 
sections are handling similar work, the several parts of 
which should, by common sense, be inter-related. The 
prophets of planning—and the present Government 
would not like to be excluded from that category—surely 
should be able to support the view that materials for 
industry, whether raw or finished, for war or peace, 
should be the subject of complete co-ordination in supply 
and distribution, however much the administration of 
such co-ordinated concepts may be split up between 
different departments. 


Is there any sort of remedy for this impasse? We 
should submit that it might be in the establishment, not 
of new ministries, but in‘the setting-up of a central ard 
national bureau of statistics, to which all industries and 
all ministries contribute facts and from which all depart- 
ments draw their information before imposing controls 
and priorities each one more or less independently. Not

only is it important that some such method is established 
for materials and for their right acquisition and for their 
right distribution to the right priorities, but it must be 
related in turn to the distribution and allocation of the 
available labour-force. There is, in the building industry, 
and this must be so in many other industries, a vast 
amount of labour and materials going to waste—or waste 
relative to the present situation—in the jobbing work of 
redundant repairs and in small adjustments and exten- 
sions to property, a good part of which is unimportant 
or even unnecessary. The present licensing system and 
control of materials is not sufficient; in addition, it is not 
an adequate solution to apply more licensing and more 
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controls without the solid facts that a nationally co-ordin- 
ated statistical body could supply. 

If such an organisation could be set up—to be advisory 
to all departments and impartial in its factual and scien- 
tific outlook and output, the building industry, probably 
in common with many others, would feel happier in giving 
support to the efforts that all are being encouraged to 
make. As it is, some lessons of the recent war and of the 
economic cold spell that has beset the world since it ended 
do not seem to have been learnt or applied with any 
semblance of confidence. It is not, of course, even yet 
too late to try something a little more revolutionary than 
a new ministry or two. 








EVENTS 


DAY OFF 

One of the rewards, or penalties, of architectural 
journalism is the number of trade parties which have to 
be attended during the year. They vary between the 
extremes of an excellent entertainment given in aid of a 
product devoid of interest and the presentation of some 
exciting new development with no party at all. Some- 
times the good party goes with the good product. Old 
hands at giving these “ presentation” parties allege that 
the press does not attend if there is no drink. Whether 
this slur is justified or not I do not know, but I notice that 
where refreshments are provided there is usually a good 
crowd. Experienced architectural journalists looking back 
over decades of trade parties will remember day trips on 
the river or even drinking champagne in a balloon over 
London and will talk down to the younger ones telling 
them that things are not as they used to be. The feeling 
of mixing duty with pleasure is seldom absent from attend- 
ance at these functions, and although that is precisely the 
object it does sometimes tend to spoil the party. It is 
pleasant to record, therefore, that there is still one party 
where business is completely forgotten and the day given 
up to ease, refreshment, and the extreme pleasure of 
watching other people work. I refer to the hospitality of 
the Whitefriars Press and Standard Catalogue Company 
at Tunbridge Wells Cricket Week. It is true that the pro- 
ceedings are prefaced with a tour of the printing works, 
and interesting though this is, I found last year that the 
printing of the Christmas Number of Punch in June was 
too much for me and this year I joined the party at the 
cricket ground. 


FESTIVAL MAINTENANCE 


It could not surely have been as a result of my remarks 
last week that there appeared to be so considerable an 
improvement in the cleanliness of the South Bank Exhibi- 
tion when I dined there the other day. In the Lion and 
Unicorn I was pursued by two men with vacuum cleaners, 
outside I looked in vain for heaps of litter. Everywhere 
I saw people sweeping. Festival fare is rather disappoint- 
ing. Buns and beans fill the bars and cafeterias. I have 
not yet dared to try the most expensive restaurant. For 
seven and xixpence you may eat moderately well if you 
do not mind your food brought, vegetables and all, on a 
plate. For ten and six a waiter may trip over you and

CHILDREN AND HOUSING 

The Housing Centre is holding a special housing week 
beginning on July 9 for sixth form and certificate form 
London schoolchildren. The idea is to interest the 
children in housing both as a public service and also as 
it may affect them as individuals when they become house- 
holders or housewives. This is a good idea, but as 
children engaged in homework they should also be encour- 
aged to give their views on the difficulty of concentrating 
on algebra when dad is listening to the big fight, Mum is 
ironing and Lil and her boy are in the front parlour 
spooning. 

NORTHERN IRELAND HOUSING 

Housing in Northern Ireland has its own particular 
problems. Of the 1,345,000 inhabitants one-third live in 
Belfast and the next largest centre is Londonderry, with 
49,000 inhabitants. Although Rural District Councils 
were encouraged to build for farm labourers by govern- 
ment grants from 1883 onwards there was no spate of 
building by private enterprise between 1919-39 as there 
was in England. Furthermore, Northern Ireland received 
no grants for slum clearance and the problem remains prac- 
tically untouched. 

The Ministry of Health and Local Government was 
formed in 1944 and standards were laid down for housing. 
These standards are not as high as those at present in force 
in England because it was felt that to go from no standards 
at all to the present English one required too big an 
advance to be taken in one step. The N.I. standards come 
between the pre-war and post-war English standards 

The number of houses estimated to be required in N.I. 
in 1944 was 100,000 and it was decided that 75,000 should 
be built by local authorities and the remaining 25,000 by 
the Northern Ireland Housing Trust, a public authority 
with an honorary board set up in 1945 under the Housing 
Act (Northern Ireland) 1945. The Trust’s building 
activities are financed by Government loans repayable with 
interest over a period of 60 years. 

The Trust started from nothing, without any experi- 
ence of housing and with no technical staff. Its progress 
has been impressive. Of a total of more than 10.000 
houses contracted for up to March 31 this year, 6,790 have 
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been completed on some 70 sites. The annual report for 
1950-51 gives full details of these and illustrates some of 
the schemes, It is interesting to note that the work of 
the Trust has been much hampered during the year by 
the shortage of technical staff, particularly architects. The 
report states that “The importance of the architect is too 
little appreciated by the layman. It is not too much to 
say that adequate and skilled architectural staff can save 
the Trust thousands of pounds in a year, and the inability 
to secure and keep such staff may result in losses of a 
similar order with, of course, a consequent effect on 
rents.” Such forthright pronouncements in favour of 


architects are not common and deserve to be widely spread.

WAR DAMAGE REPAIRS I! 


It is not particularly cheering to hear that as part of 
the national civil defence arrangements the Ministry of 
Works is working with the building and civil engineering 
industries on the preparation of a plan for dealing with 
demolition, debris clearance, and repairs. I suppose that 
the next thing will be a compulsory war damage contribu- 
tion again and the earmarking of vast accommodation for 
the housing of War Damage Commission II. Ah me! 


THE COTSWOLD TRADITION 


Considering how close the Cotswolds are it is extra- 
ordinary how seldom I visit them. Perhaps that applies 
to everyone and is why the area is comparatively so un- 
spoiled. Passing from the brick to the stone area is 
always like going into another country and the sudden 
descent into such places as Stroud where the houses cling 
to the sides of the hills is more like Northern Italy than 
England. Why, I asked myself, do I not come here more 
often? Life is really a trip down a grimy groove beset 
with chores. Excursions from the groove are made at the 
expense of the chores which mount up in one’s absence 
making one miserable, apprehensive and disinclined to 
leave the groove again. 

The Cotswold Tradition Exhibition at Cirencester, how- 
ever, provided an excuse to leave the groove. After a 
perfect lunch with friends in a perfect house which in- 
corporates a room specially built for the Prince Regent 
on the occasion of his visit to a woollen factory nearby, 
we drove over the top to “Ciren” through Minchin- 
hampton where cows wander in the streets as in some 
Indian bazaar. The exhibition is housed in a building 
known as the Museum which stands at a corner of 
Cirencester Park. It is a very small building, perhaps 
a little too small for the very big story which the exhibi- 
tion has to tell. It has nevertheless been most skilfully 
packed with information and objects under the direction 
of Oliver Hill. The exhibition divides the Cotswold 
tradition into three parts, Stone, Wool and Agriculture, 
and includes three additional sections on Historical ex- 
hibits, Cotswold Handicrafts and Sports and Games. A 
small exhibit of “Soldiery” aptly reminds visitors that 
Gloucestershire has from the earliest times produced 
sturdy fighting men. Apart from the Historical exhibits, 
which include a large number of unique and curious 
articles, and a case of church plate of extraordinary 
beauty, the Agricultural section is, I think, the most 
interesting with its smocks and sun bonnets, implements, 
gingerbread moulds, rick finials and splendid model of 
a Gloucestershire waggon. Outside there is a full-size 
edition of a similar waggon somewhat incongruously bear- 
ing its owner’s name in Gill Sans lettering. The Stone 
section consists largely of excellent photographs of some 
of the outstanding architecture of the Cotswolds, includ- 
ing one of Belas Knap long barrow showing dry stone 
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walling built 4,000 years ago. Adjoining this photograph 
is a fine example of the same type of walling built for the 
exhibition by Mr. Holloway of Nympsfield. No further 
mention of Tradition is necessary. 

The Wool section includes some impressive and more 
than life-size figures wearing examples of cloth for Papal 
robes, Guardsman’s tunics and hunting coats. The 
guardsman is a particularly striking figure. There are 
throughout the exhibition other display figures wearing 
antique clothes of various kinds and arranged in dramatic 
groups. These were all made and arranged by Russell 
Gammage. Cotswold crafts are well represented by tex- 
tiles, pottery, metal work and carving. The exhibition 
fills one with nostalgia for in some of the sections tradi- 
tion has been broken, and nowhere more completely than 
in agriculture, where in my lifetime the horse has all but 
vanished and with it much of the humanity of farming. 
The Committee, of which Earl Bathurst is chairman and 
Mrs. Airy hon. secretary, has done an excellent job and 
has been very well served by John Betjeman who com- 
posed the captions, D. Mcquoid who printed the head- 
ings, and Ruth Raymond who did the script writing.* 
If you need an excuse to visit the Cotswolds again, here 
it is. The exhibition is open until September and you 
can if you go on Tuesday, Thursday or Saturday between 
2 and 6 also see Cirencester Park, the home of Earl Bath- 
urst, where there are some fine pictures and family 
possessions.

G. GEOFFREY SMITH, M.B.E. 


It is with deep regret that The Architect and Building 
News has to record the death, on Friday, June 29, of 
G. Geoffrey Smith, M.B.E., a director of Associated Iliffe 
Press and a number of its subsidiary companies. He passed 
away peacefully at his home at Radlett, Herts, after a brief 
internal illness which rapidly became critical. 

Geoffrey Smith was managing editor or editorial director 
of The Autocar, The Motor Cycle, Motor Transport, The 
Automobile Engineer, Flight, Aircraft Production, Bus 
and Coach, British Plastics and The Architect and Building 
News. Other Iliffe journals with which he was associated 
included Yachting World, Machine Shop Magazine, Metal 
Industry and Iron and Steel. He was a director of Iliffe 
and Sons, Ltd., from 1923; advisory editor of Flight from 
1927 until 1934 and then, on its acquisition by Iliffe’s, a 
director of Flight Publishing Co., Ltd.; a director of Louis 
Cassier Co. from 1943; and a director of Associated Iliffe 
Press—embracing all these companies from 1945. 

Mr. Geoffrey Smith was a Freeman of the City of 
London, a Liveryman of the Worshipful Company of 
Coachmakers and Coach Harness Makers, and a Life 
Governor of the Great Ormonde Street Hospital for Sick 
Children. He was also a committee-member of numerous 
organizations connected with motoring and aviation.

Works and Buildings 
Emergency Organization 

As part of the national civil defence 
arrangements, and as mentioned in the 
Civil Defence Industrial Bulletin No. 1 
issued by the Home Office, the 
Ministry of Works is co-operating with 
the building and civil engineering in- 
dustries in the preparation of a Works 
and Buildings Emergency Organiza- 
tion, which would be responsible in 
wartime for organizing building and 
civil engineering contractors to deal 
with demolition, debris clearance and 
repairs following war damage. 

The scheme will be based on the 
voluntary participation of the building 
and civil engineering industries, mem- 
bers of these industries being ap- 
pointed as “ Leaders” for Regions and 
local authority areas. These Leaders, 
who are now engaged in preparatory 
work on this scheme would, in war- 
time, organize building and civil en- 
gineering contractors to deal with 
clearance and repair work. 

Effective liaison and co-operation 
will be established between the Works 
and Buildings Emergency Organization 
and other bodies who would be con- 
cerned with restoration work following 
war damage. 


European Experts to Study 


Fire Prevention in the 


United Kingdom 


Fire prevention experts from nine 
European countries arrived in London 
on June 27 on a two-week visit to 
the United Kingdom. Their visit will 
form the first part of a European tour 
sponsored by the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation 
under Technical Assistance arrange- 
ments.

Notes from the Minutes of 
the R.I.B.A. Couneil 
Meeting held on June 19 


Public Relations in the Areas of Allied 
Societies 

On the recommendation of the Pub- 
lic Relations Committee, the Council 
approved a proposal originated by the 
Allied Societies’ Conference that a 
meeting should be devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the place of public. rela- 
tions in the activities of Allied Socie- 
ties. Arrangements are accordingly 
being made for a meeting to be held 
on the afternoon of Wednesday, 
November 7, 1951, at the R.I.B.A. 
for this purpose. 

The Allied Societies’ Conference is 
to be held on November 6, the 
Joint Meeting of the Conference and 
R.I.B.A. Council on the morning of 
November 7 


Value of Work Which May be Ten- 
dered for without quantities 

The Council noted with satisfaction 
that the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers have agreed to 
increase the limit in value of work 
which may be tendered for without 
quantities from £1,500 to £3,000. The 
Council also recalled that in the nego- 
tiations leading up to this decision the 
R.I.B.A. had undertaken on behalf of 
its members to co-operate in and sup- 
port the revised rule and to deprecate 
strongly any attempt to evade the new 
limit. 


Builders’ Tenders 

The Council considered the report 
of the Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects and Builders on the sub- 
mission of “complimentary” tenders 
by builders who had no intention of 
competing for a contract. The prob- 
lem of insufficient time being given by 
architects to builders to prepare priced 
bills was also considered. The Coun- 
cil approved the recommendation of 
the Joint Committee that members 
should be urged to send out prelimin- 
ary enquiries to their selected builders 
at an early stage asking if they wished 
to tender for a particular contract 
Members should also make it clear in 
so doing that if the builder declines 
for good and sufficient reasons it will 
not prejudice his chances in future. 

On their part, the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers 
have undertaken to discourage the 
practice of submitting “complimen- 


tary” tenders.

A New Queen’s Hall 
HE Government’s decision on the 
rebuilding of Queen’s Hall was 
announced by the Chancellor of the 
= on June 26. Mr. Gaitskell 
said : — 


After consulting the Arts Council, 
the B.B.C. and the Henry 
National Memorial Trust, the Govern- 
ment concluded that the Queen’s Hall 
should be rebuilt to provide a national 
concert hall and musical centre suited 
to modern needs. is will mean 
taking in the site of the adjoining 
St. George’s Hall. 

The lease of the old Queen’s Hall 
was held by Messrs. Chappell. It had 
a seating capacity of only about 2,200. 
Messrs. Chappell were not prepared to 
undertake the building of a larger hall 
and are therefore surrendering their 
lease. It is proposed that the new 
Queen’s Hall should seat 3,500, with 
room for another 1,000 under 
promenade conditions, and including a 
small hall seating about 1,100 for 
recitals and chamber music. Unfor- 
tunately, we cannot in present; con- 
ditions enter into any commitment as 
to when rebuilding can start. 

An independent Trust is to be set up 
to manage the hall in the tradition of 
the old Queen’s Hall, which would be 
representative of the Arts Council, the 
H Wood Memorial Trust and 
other important musical interests. The 
capital cost will depend on building 
costs at the time, but at present day 
prices it would be about £1-£13 
millions. Towards this, there is a war 
damage payment of some £350,000. 

The Henry Wood National Memorial 
Trust is prepared to make available the 
money which it has collected for the 
furtherance of such a scheme in con- 
nection with the new Queen’s Hall, on 
the understanding that the new hall in- 
corporates some special feature which 
would constitute a suitable memorial to 
the late Sir Henry Wood. 


Continued Control 


Mr. Albert Evans asked the Minister 
of Works when he would make the 
order for the control of building opera- 
tions for the period commencing on 
July 1; and if he would state the limits 
of the licence-free amounts which may 
be spent in the next 12 months. Mr. 
Brown: A new order, the Control of 
Building Operations (No. 16) Order, 
1951, has been laid to-day, continuing 
for the year beginning July 1, 1951, the 
existing exemption limits for licensed 
and authorized building under Defence 
Regulation 56A. (June 26.) 


Surveyors’ Views 


Mr. Black asked the Minister of 
Local Government and Planning 
whether he had yet reached a con- 
clusion regarding the suggestions con- 
tained in the memorandum issued by 
the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors and entitled “ Defects of the 
Town and Country Planning Act and 
the Remedies”; and what action he

proposed to take. Mr. Dalton replied 
that, apart from those suggestions on 
which he had already taken action, 
legislation would be required. But this 
was not immediately practicable.

Low Cost Houses 

. Marples asked the Minister of 
Local Government and Planning 
whether, in view of the fact that a pair 
of low-cost houses, incorporating the 
design originally submitted to the 
Government by the Eastern Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, 
was now being erected by private 
enterprise at Ipswich, he would ex- 
amine these houses, when completed, 
and reconsider his objection to their 
erection by local authorities. Mr. 
Dalton: The living rooms and bed- 
rooms in these houses are too small, 
and they are inferior in other respects 
to local authority houses now being 
built in the same area, and are only

New Air Raid Shelters 
Mr. de Freitas, Under-Secretary, 
Home Office, answering a question 
about the provision of air-raid shelters 
and the demands on professional and 
technical staff, stated that local 
authorities in the areas concerned 
were asked last November to under- 
take a survey of their shelter require- 
ments, but so far no instructions had 
been given to local authorities to go 
beyond the preparation of general 
plans. I am advised (he continued 
that, as a general rule, local authorities 
can undertake this work without any 
reinforcement of their technical staffs, 
but there may be a few cases where 
the survey cannot be completed by the 
end of June, as originally contem- 
plated. Any further preparatory work 
would involve the diversion of re- 
sources, particularly technical staff, 
from the more immediately urgent 
parts of the defence programme which 
are concerned with improving the 
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readiness of our armed forces. In 
these circumstances further prepara- 
tions for shelter construction must be 
deferred for some time, though it may 
be possible to agree to some limited 
exceptions where no heavy demands 
on our resources would be involved. 
I am considering, in consultation with 
the Secretary of State for Scotland, the 
possibility of erecting a small number 
of prototypes of shelters of new de- 
signs for the assistance of local 
authorities at a later stage. (June 28 


Tombland, Norwich 


An interesting case has been decided 
recently, in the Chancery Division of 
the High Courts, which is of concern 
to all planners and local authorities 
who may have to consider matters 
related to the preservation of the 
amenities of long-established open 
spaces within any ancient town or city. 

The Norwich Society brought action 
through a formal process by H.M 
Solicitor-General for declaratory relief 
and injunction to restrain the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Norwich from erect- 
ing permanent structures in an open 
space or square surrounded by build- 
ings, known as Tombland, in the 
centre of the city 

This space had from times anterior 
to the Norman Conquest been used as 
a market and open space, free to all 
citizens and their traffic upon their law- 
ful occasions. By some assumed right, 
since the end of the 17th century, the 
open space has been the property of 
the city, and its ground was used partly 
as a traffic centre ; it was paved in 1733 
at the public expense. By similar right 
the Corporation has, for many years, 
permitted temporary stalls to ply.

Recently, however, the Markets 
Committee and the Council decided to 
erect permanent structures for similar 
business—stalls and a café—on the 
ground of the open space. The

HESE two blocks of flats, known 

as The Lawn, are part of a wider 
design by the same author—the WH t | 
Master Plan of the Mark Hall North —= 
Neighbourhood. 

The Lawn is situated on the Sea 
eastern edge of the Neighbourhood, 
where it may be seen from the main 
Epping/Bishop’s Stortford road. In 
order that the prospect from this road 
should not be of the usual low small 
house development, the flats were 
designed in two blocks, one three 
storeys high and the other ten, which 
provide both a broken silhouette and 
a contrast in mass. 


The tall building is not sited as an 
obvious focal point to the road, but 
is seen obliquely, first above the roofs 
of other dwellings and then in its 
entirety through a landscape gap in 
the development. 


The two blocks are situated on high 
ground, and form the pivot to the 
design of the housing area. The 
three-storey block is placed behind 
the Tower, so that its strong hori- 
zontal lines counteract the verticality 
of the other building. 


Both buildings stand in the midst 
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Ground and upper floor plans o 
10-storey blo 
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of nine large trees, which tend to 
relate them to each other and provide 
contrast to the architectural forms. 
Rows of terraced and detached family 
houses with private gardens surround 
the large composition, forming a 
background to it and giving definition 
to its landscaped gardens. 


The two buildings are related to 
each other and the site by pavings, 
walls, screens, and planting. An 
entrance forecourt with storage sheds 
is placed on the north side of each 
block. The three-storey block is 
pierced on the ground floor, so that 
pavings may extend under it, and link 
up with a terrace and garden, extend- 
ing along the east side of the Tower. 


The Tower is not, therefore, an 
isolated unit of design, but forms one 
composition with the nine trees and 


the other flat block, and this composi- 
tion is itself part of the wider design 
of the complete housing layout. 


All the flats are small, as it was felt 
that this form of development is ideal 
for single persons or very small 
families; accommodation for medium 
and large size families, and those re- 
quiring a private garden, is provided 
in adjacent two-storey terrace houses. 


The plan of the Tower Block con- 
sists of four flats on each floor—two 
Bed-Sitting room and two One-Bed- 
room flats—grouped round a lift and 
staircas The plan is a butterfly 
shape arranged so that each living 
room and its balcony has a south 
aspect and a view over open land- 
scape. The flat roof is designed as a 
roof garden, with shelter against wind 
and rain, from: which there are mag- 
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nificent views of the town and the 
surrounding countryside. The bath- 
rooms and kitchens are placed in two 
“ sanitation units” on each side of 
the building, above which are the tank 
rooms; the services are thus concen- 
trated together; the central lift tower 
is an independent structural unit, so 
that noise vibrations are not trans- 
mitted to the dwellings. 


The plan of the three-storey block 
is of the gallery type, with all the 
habitable rooms ranged on the oppo- 
site side of the gallery to overlook the 
garden to the south. The flats at 


each end have two bedrooms, and 
the intermediate 
bedroom type.

The temptation with the design of 
a tall building of the nature of the 
Tower Block is to over-dramatize its 
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forms—by such features as vast 
staircase windows emphasizing the 
height, or projections on the roof, 
breaking the silhouette. But it was 
felt that since the building is a series 
of homes, and not a monument, 
everything should be done to human- 
ize and play down its forms. 


Modern architecture has been 
cniticized that its surfaces have been 
over-plain, have quickly deteriorated, 
and have not weathered. Both the 
buildings are faced with bricks of 
different kinds, which are laid to 
various types of bond, which give 
contrast in colour, surface pattern 
and texture. The bond for every 
length of wall was drawn out, and 
room size and window spacing ad- 
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justed to ensure that it worked over 
the whole of the surfaces. Exposed 
concrete surfaces are reduced to the 
minimum, eaves and similar details 
being faced in timber; the balconies 
are faced with glazed tiles, and where 
concrete is exposed, it is specially 
faced and protected by weather- 
stripping.

committee or medical board room as required 

Immediately behind the Administration Block lie the 
kitchen and laundry designed as wings to a central spine 
which contains preparation room, main servery, clothing and 
bedding stores, linen despatch and receipt rooms. Two 
wide corridors, one on each side of the spine, are corinected 
respectively with the male and female access ways from the 
wards. Thus all kitchen and laundry services travel from 
individual wards along male and female access ways to 
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separate counters or entrances in the service rooms. Since 
all the work of the hospital will be carried out by patients, 
strict adherence was given to this principle of segregation. 

The work inside the kitchen and laundry will by its very 
nature be trusted only to convalescent patients, and here a 
certain degree of mixed activity is permissible. The kitchen 
equipment will be operated by live steam and electricity and 
the food will be prepared in bulk and issued from the main 
servery to the ward serveries by insulated trolley. The 
laundry provides steam-operated washing, drying and press- 
ing equipment and incorporates a disinfector. 

The Power House, Workshop and Mortuary Block lies 
immediately behind the kitchen and laundry and shares the 
same service yard. The Mortuary is air-conditioned and has 
a post-mortem room, a viewing room and a coffin store. The 
Power House contains oil-fired boilers which will provide 
live steam to the kitchen and laundry, and a stand-by 
generating plant to maintain essential lighting in the event 
of a failure in the main electrical supply. Garages, work- 
shops, fuel and general stores and a 12,000-gallon Water 
Tower complete the block. 

Entrance to the hospital is controlled by one gatehouse 
in which are housed the staff keyboard, and the alarm call 
board and telephone switchboard connecting with all blocks.

THE N.F.B.T.E. INTERIM REPORT 
was presented by the officers and council 
at the half-yearly meeting of the Federa- 
tion, which took place at Whitley Bay on 
July 4. 

The report mentions defence as number 
one economic priority for the next few 
years. The need remains for restraint on 
all sides, says the report. The national 
organizations of employers and operatives 
must therefore continue to take account of 
the needs of the general position. 

Builders must continue to improve out- 
put on the site. At the same time they 
are entitled to expect the full co-operation 
of the Government. It is essential, for 
example, that they should be sure of 
receiving an adequate flow of building 
materials, without which all projected 
building programmes, whether for defence 
or civil purposes, are meaningless. In- 
dustrial production is related also to 
mechanization. The decision of the new 
Chancellor to suspend, as from April 6, 
1952, the initial allowances on plant and 
machinery cannot fail to discourage the 
further mechanization of the industry, a 
development which the Government them- 
selves claim is vital to improved pro- 
ductivity 

Referring to the Government’s new raw 
materials department the report says the 
efficacy of such administrative measures 
must be judged solely by results. As far 
as the builder is concerned, the only 
criterion is an assured flow of materils 
to the site. 

With regard to recent increases in 
mate.ials prices, which together bring 
about an appreciable increase in building 
costs, the report records that these are 
beyond the control of the builder, and 
there seems little prospect of the trend 
being reversed in the near future.

In these days of feverish legislative 
ar, every member of the community 
should be constantly on the alert and ever 
mindful of the rights and remedies which 
Parliament has seen fit to confer on him. 
Nowhere is this more clearly demonstrated 
than in the case of Perrins v. Perrins which 
was recently decided by the Divisional 

and the facts of which were as 
follows. 

For some time before July 1, 1948, when 
the provisions of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, relating to the control 
of the development of came into 
operation, the owner of certain land used 
it as a caravan and camping site. In the 
belief that he was entitled to do so, he 
continued to use it in the same way after 
that date. On July 28, 1949, however, the 
Southport County Borough Council, as the 
local planning authority under the Act, 
served an enforcement notice on him re- 
quiring him to discontinue the develop- 
ment of the land in that way. This they 
had power to do under Section 23(1) of 
the Act. Under Section 23(3) the owner, 
however, could have exercised his right 
to apply to the planning authority for per- 
mission to continue the use of the land 
as previously, Alternatively, under Section 
23(4), he could have appealed to the local 
court of summary jurisdiction against the 
notice itself. 

Unfortunately, he did neither of these 
things with the result that on the expira- 
tion of the time within which he could 
have done them, ic., 28 days from the 
service of the notice, he was charged in 
the same court with permitting the use 
of the land in contravention of the notice. 

On the hearing of the summons the 
owner proved that the land had, in fact, 
been used for caravans and for camping 
purposes before July 1, 1948. He con- 
tended therefore that no material 
had been made in its use after that date 
and that, consequently, there had been 
no development within the meaning of 
Section 12 of the Act. The Town Clerk, 
on the other hand, contended that, the 
time for appealing against the notice 
having expired, it was not competent for 
the owner to challenge its validity and 
that the justices must treat it as being a 
Pp r notice without further proof. 

¢ justices, however, took the view 
that they were entitled to go into the 
validity of the notice. Having done so, 
they decided that there had been no 
development as alleged in the notice and 
dismissed the information. The Town 
Clerk then appealed to the Divisional 
Court, which allowed the appeal. 

Lord Goddard, in the course of his 
judgment, said :— 

“.. . it is not for the justices, when 

a person is prosecuted for the offence 
of contravening the notice, to go into 
the question whether the nctice is good 
or bad. When once the notice has 
become = = oe duty of the 
recipient, who the

More Dampness 


ECENTLY I mentioned a case of 
dampness in a house due partly to 
the lack of a d.p.c. and to faulty construc- 
tion. In the garage of the same house 
there were more signs of damp troubles on 
the walls. Again I would like to express 
the opinion that in exposed positions I 
do not think a nine inch wall can be 
considered as an adequate weather pro- 
tection but apart from this the construc- 
tion of the parapet wall surrounding the 
garage room, as shown in Fig 1, is faulty; 
from the diagram it will be seen that here 
are no d.p.c.s. In my opinion a brick-on- 
edge capping with a tile-creasing under- 
neath, although so popular with architects 
and builders, does not constitute an 
adequate damp protection to a parapet 
wall unless there is a proper d.p.c. under 
the tile courses. Further I am sure that a 3 
parapet, due to the fact that it is exposed ae ee 
on both sides, is sure to collect a great deal Feit 
of moisture and this dampness drops within dy 
the wall. So without a further d.p.c. near 
its base this dampness it likely to penetrate 
to the work below the roof level. It will 
be seen also from the diagram that the 
roofing felt was only tucked into a brick- 
work joint and, in fact, it had not stayed 
in position properly; also due to the fir- 
ring on the roof (not shown on the 
diagram) to form the fall the upstand was 
less than two inches at the highest point of Fig. |.

Different systems of construction applied to identical plan 
arrangements have been used in three blocks of experimental 
flats at Abbots Langley. 

There are three parallel blocks of which two are completed and 
the third is in course of construction. When preliminary tests 
in each block are completed the flats will be let to tenants and 
experiments will continue with the flats occupied. At intervals 
tenants will be moved round in the flats. 

In each block the flats are grouped in units of four : two on the 

round floor and two on the first floor. The flats in any one unit 
se identical finishes. 

Block one is of loadbearing brick construction. Block two is of 
reinforced concrete construction and block three is steel framed 
with brick infilling. 


BLOCK |. LOADBEARING BRICK 


This building contains two groups of four flats each. One group 
has timber floors and the other concrete floors, both designed to 
limit the transmission of impact and airborne sounds. The methods 
of insulation used in building up these floors are illustrated in the 
photographs on page 26. 

Light welded nailable steel joists with wooden flanges were used 
in these floors. Plasterboard ceilings were fixed to the undersides 
of the joists with galvanized nails. Between the joists solid timber 
struts were fixed at right angles to the run of the joist. In the 
spaces bounded by these struts and the joists rectangles of plaster- 
board were laid on the lower flanges of the joists. On top of the 
plasterboard sand, at 10 Ib. per sq ft, was evenly spread. A layer 
of bitumen bonded glass silk was then laid over the tops of the 
joists. 

The floor itself was built up in the form of rafts, 4 ft wide, consist- 
ing of tongued and grooved boarding on 2 in x | in battens cramped 
up to make a floating finish. 

The battens lie parallel to the joists and project a few inches

The 
struts between the joists are shaped on the top side to allow the 
floor battens to run through. The concrete floors, also illus- 
trated on page 26, are normal reinforced concrete slabs with 
floating finishes.

BLOCK 2. R.C. CONSTRUCTION 


The reinforced concrete block includes a boiler house with 
chimney and water tower.

The external walling is self-supporting 44 in facing brick- 
work tied to the ends of the concrete cross walls. The inner 
walling consists of 2 in thick wood wool slabs built on the edges of 
the floors and plastered. Between inner and outer leaves there 
is a 2 in cavity. 

Block 2 contains three groups of flats. One group has no sound 
insulating measures in order to act as a datum against which to 
assess the effectiveness of the treatments tried out in the other 
two blocks. 

Since the stability of this form of structure depends on its con- 
tinuity it is not possible to interrupt the paths by which sound 
may travel in the structural members by introducing discontin- 
uities of the kind used in the brick loadbearing block. The principle 
of preventing sound vibrations reaching the structure is therefore 
adopted. 

In one of the treated groups in this block the concrete dividing 
walls have | in thick wood wool slabs applied as permanent shut- 
tering. The underside of the floor siabs have been similarly treated. 

Floors have been treated in the same way as in the brick load- 
bearing block with finishes floated on glass silk—see page 26. 
Thus the walls, floors and ceilings are lined with sound insulating 
materials which are expected to prevent the transmission of any 
significant degrees of sound energy to the structure for onward 
transmission to other parts of the building. 

In the second treated group of block 2 the lining of the structure 
is acoustically disassociated from it and in this way a greater degree 
of discontinuity is introduced. Floating floors are again used 
but the living rodm ceilings are suspended on light metal hangers 
from the structural slab. The wall construction consists of 2 in 
thick lightweight concrete blocks built 14 in clear of the structural 
walls.

Below : a detail showing the balcony treat- 
ment of living room windows. Cost was a 
governing factor in design and, since the object 
of the flats is pre-eminently experimental in 
the practical field, expense on finishes had to 
be reduced to a minimum. 
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Illustrations | to 4 below show the stages of finishing the joisted timber floors in the loadbearing block. Illustrations 5 to 8 show the method of treating 


the concrete floors in the same block. Fig. | shows the light tubular welded joists with their wooden flanges and the bracing struts with the tops shaped 
to receive the battens of the floating floor. In Fig. 2 the plasterboard rectangles are laid to take the sand pugging (Fig. 3) and Fig. 4 shows the bitumenized 
glass quilt in position and the raft flooring about to be laid. Fig. 5 shows a concrete floor with a layer of bitumen bonded glass fibre turned up against the 
walls, Figs. 6, 7 and 8 respectively show the building paper, chicken wire covering and final screed.
